Granite City Depot 
Project, House Com- 
mittee Charges.

WASHINGTON, May 19—The 
Department of Justice was 
urged today to take action 
against a Granite City construc- 
tion firm and Army Engineers 
officers who allegedly violated 
federal cost limitations in con- 
struction of a housing project at 
the Granite City Army Engineer 
Depot. 

The recommendation was made 
by the House Committee of Gov- 
ernment Operations. The com- 
mittee, which investigated the 
project last winter, stated that 
cost limits placed on certain 
phases of the development were 
exceeded by “more than $223,- 
000” through a shift of some 
costs to items not subject to 
limitation. 

The committee recommended 
that the Justice Department seek 
to recover the excess payments 
from the contracting firm, G. H. 
Sternberg & Co., of Granite City. 

Applicable to All. 

The committee said its recom- 
mendation that criminal prosecu- 
tion be considered should apply 
to all persons ‘“‘whether of the 
Government or of the contractor, 
or both, involved in incurring 
such excess costs’’ a spokesman 
for the Justice Department said 
the committee’s recommenda- 
tions had not been received yet. 

The committee noted that fed- 
eral law prohibits government 
officials from authorizing ex- 
penditures in excess of available 
funds. Maximum penalties for 
‘‘knewing and willful’ violation 
of the statute are a fine of $5000 
and imprisonment for two years. 

It also proposed that ‘‘the 
proper agencies should consider 
appropriate criminal prosecu- 
tion, as well as disciplinary ac- 
tion against the officials in- 
volved.” 


A spokesman for the commit- 
tee told the Post-Dispatch the 
officials involved were contract- 
ing and property officers and 
others in the Chicago district of- 
fice of the Corps of Engineers 
who had supervision of the proj- 
ect. He added that information 
disclosed during the subcommit- 
tee investigation indicated the 


need for a further investigation |- 


to determine whether there was 
any criminal action involved. 

The committee also recom- 
mended that the General Ac- 
counting Office consider disal- 
lowing the excess payments 
made on the project. The com- 
mittee spokesman explained that 
this is a technical move aimed 
at recovery of the excess pay- 
ments. 

No Emergency Cited. 

The committee’s report stated 
that, in approving the project, 
officers of the Corps of Engi- 
neers deliberately violated the 
statutory cost limitation ‘‘with-

Dignity Commended. 


A NATO spokesman told news- 
men the delegates ‘‘paid tribute 
to. the spirit of conciliation of the 
three Western chiefs of gavern- 
ment and the calm and dignity 
they showed” during the unsuc- 
cessful negotiations to get the 
summit conference going. 

This was the first step in West- 
ern strategy for the new cold 
war conflict exepcted to grow 
out of the summit failure. 

The NATO council expressed 
regret that “Mr. Khrushchev’s 
position has made the negotia- 
tions in Paris impossible.” 

The spokesman said approval 
of the Western position was 
unanimous and none of the dele- 
gates expressed any criticism. 

He said United States Secre- 
tary of State Christian A. Herter 
briefly referred to the U-2 spy 
plane incident in his statement 
but none of the other ministers 
did.

BERLIN, May 19 (AP)—Nikita 
S. Khrushchev flew into East 
Berlin today from the wrecked 
summit talks, saying the Soviet 
Union will stick to a policy of 
seeking ‘‘peaceful co-existence.” 

But, looking serious, the Soviet 
Premier returned to ‘the attack 
on the United States in an airport 
speech. He declared circles that 
wanted to apply the law of the 
jungle had regained the upper 
hand in the United States. 


“The Government of the United 
States made the summit confer- 
ence impossible,’’ he said. ‘‘But 
the questions which were to have 
been discussed there have not 
lost their significance. These in- 
clude the conclusion of a peace 
treaty with the Germans and a 
solution of the problem of Berlin 
which is connected therewith.” 


Referring to his talks with 
Communist_East German Pre- 
mier Otto Grotewohl and Com- 
munist leader Walter Ulbricht, 
Khrushchev continued: 


“In view of the new situation, 
we have to talk with comrades 
Ulbricht and Grotewohl. I think 
that the upcoming exchange of 
views will be useful for the

The Secretary General read @ 
prepared statement dealing with 
the fiasco of the summit confer- 
ence in Paris and told reporters 
he would not reply to any ques 
tions dealing with that situation. 

“The problems which would 
have been taken up in Paris re- 
main with us and require as 
much of our honest efforts as 
ever,’ he said. “‘They deserve 
our earnest attention. And they 
require renewed initiatives to- 
ward a solution—initiatives that 
should be wiser for what has 
gone before, but not envenomed 
by the feelings to which recent 
events may have given rise. 

“The responsibilities of the 
U.N. and for all those who work 
within the U.N. were never re- 
duced by the efforts to reach 
solutions made by other means, 
but rather they may be said to 
have been increased by the dis- 
couraging experiences accumu- 
lated in the use of those means, 
The organization provides the 
framework for public diplomacy 
and for conference diplomacy on 
any level which governments 
may desire. 

‘But it does so as part of a 
regular procedure, without the 
building up of both expectations 
and problems in the way which 
it is difficult to avoid in such 
other approaches as tend to 
make of the negotiations pio- 
neering initiatives of a unique 
character. ; 

“However, the organization 
provides also the framework for 
continued non-publicized nego- 
tiations in which it is possible 
to play on the whole range of 
approaches which have grown 
out of the experience of tradi- 
tional diplomacy. 

“There is in such non-publi- 
cized diplomacy within the U.N. 
an additional element of value: 
the meditating influence of the

PARIS, May 14 (AP)—Tez- 
tual excerpts from Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev's state- 
ment and replies to questions 
at his news conference yes- 
terday. 

Now in Paris the United States 
President comes out with a 
statement that the United States 
has ‘“‘suspended its flights’ and 
is not going to resume them. Re- 
ferring to this phase some of 
you ask what else the Soviet 
Union wants, Has not the threat 
of. flights by American military 
aircraft over the Soviet Union 
been removed? This statement 
could perhaps satisfy the flun- 
keys of imperialism. The im- 
perialists are in the habit of act- 
ing like the Russian merchants 
used to in the past: They would 
spread mustard on the lips of 
their servants while the latter 
would say thank you and bow 
low. 

We cannot reconcile our- 
| selves with insults, we have 
our own pride and our own 
dignity. We represent a mighty 
socialist state. 

‘But then Eisenhower said at 
the preliminary meeting on 
May 16 that the meaning of 
iis words was that those 
flights would not be resumed 
for that period during which 
he would continue to hold the 
presidential office. Eisenhower 
said that, naturally, he did not 
know what decision would be 
taken by the next President. 

But international relations can- 
not be based on the term of 
office of this or that responsible 
person, otherwise what would be 
the value of international agree- 
ments? 

Of course, President Eisen- 


hower can decide to send or not | 


to send the planes. But whether 
they will be able to fly over our 
territory is another matter. This 
is for us to decide and decide 
we do in a very definite way: 
We shall shoot these planes 
down, we shall strike devastat- 
ing blows at the bases from 
which they take off and at those 
who established these bases and 
actually run them. 

We could not help being sur- 
prised by the threat-like state- 
ment of Eisenhower to the ef- 
fect that he intended to submit 
to the United Nations a new 
‘open skies” plan. When the 
Pentagon realized that the 
Soviet skies were barred for 
American espionage aircraft it 
epparently decidgd to send 
planes with the same aims but 
under the U.N. flag. It is to be 
assumed that the United Nations 
is neither a state in the U.S.A. 
mor a branch of the Pentagon 
and will refuse to play such a 
humiliating role. 

We have done all in our 
power to prepare the meeting 
of the four heads of govern- 

ment well, but certain hot- 
heads in the United States tcr- 
pedoed it before it could start. 

I repeat, ladies and gentlemen, 
the Soviet Union is firmly in 
favor of peaceful coexistence, of 
negotiat:ons, of attaining reason- 
able mutually accentable agree- 
ments. We shall werk in this di- 
rection convinced that our 
peace-loving policy is finding 
sympathy and _ understanding 
among all nations, and we would 
like to bel'eve that the leaders 
of the Western powers will strive 
for this also, so that in six or 
éight months time we shall once 
again meet with our partners in 
a new and more favorable at- 
mosphere to discuss and solve 
outstanding international issues 
if they display interest and agree 
to this meeting and create a po- 
litical atmosphere necessary for 
such a meeting—in other words, 
will not undertake provocations 
against Socialist countries. 

This hour can come about even 
sooner, but only in the event that 
everybody understands that no 
e@ne shall.intimidate the Soviet 
Union, by any provocative ac- 
tions. We will not be broken!

Ladies and gentlemen: I want 
to ask your pardon, but I want 
to address that little group in 
this hall that is booing. I have 
already been informed that 
Chancellor Adenauer has sent 
some of his riffraff that were 
not beaten but escaped the beat- 
ing at Stalingrad, and it is that 
group who are indulging in this 
booing—they whom we did not 
at that time send three meters 
(10 feet). 

Their booing heartens me, 
heartens and gratifies me, be- 
cause a great representative of 
the German people, August Web- 
el, said that if your enemies are 
attacking you, they know you. 
Webel, you are on the right 
track. And if you boo me, then 
this adds confidence to me and 
I understand that I, too, am on 
the right track. 

I shall not cancel my plea- 
sure. I like coming to grips 
with the enemies of the work- 
ing class and it is gratifying to 
me to hear the ” enzy of these 
lackeys of imperialists. But 
nothing they attempt to do will 
gain them any good. The So- 
viet Union, firm as a rock, is 
marching forward to build 
Communism and will continue 
to march forwarw until the 
complete triumph of Commu- 
nism in the Soviet Union. 

Q. If your allegations regard- 
ing the U-2 incident are true, 
don’t you think . . . knowing 
that truth is on your side, it 
would be better to have the 
summit conference now than in 
six or eight months time, in the 
interest of relfeving the world 
tensions? 

A. Yes. We are in favor of 
holding a sumn.it conference. 
That is why we came to Paris. 
But the United States must ad- 
mit their aggressive intrusion, 
must condemn that action, give 
assurances that such actions will 
not be repeated, and punish the 
guilty parties. Then we would 
have been satisfied, and we 
would have taken part in the 
summit conference to seek cor- 
rect solutions for the questions 
confronting us. But the United 
States refused to do this. 

I remember during my youth 
—I was born in a very poor fam- 
ily and it was only very rarely 
that my mother could buy us 
some cream, but sometimes 
when she did our cat would 
creep up and eat some of the 
cream. Then my mother usually 
took the cai by the scruff of the 
neck and gave it a good shaking, 
and in the end would poke its 
nose into the cream to make it 
understand that such stealing 
was not allowed. Wouldn’t it be 
better, ladies and gentlemen, to 
take the American aggressors by 
the scruff of the neck also and 
give them a little shaking and 
make them understand that they 
must not commit such actions 
of aggression against the Soviet 
Union? 

Q. Do you still consider that 
international issues should be 
resolved by peaceful means? 

A. Yes. I reaffirm that our pol- 
icy has always been to resolve 
disputed issues not by means of 
war but by peaceful negotiations. 
That is the policy we have al- 
ways adhered to and continue to 
adhere to now. 

Q. Do you still adhere to 
your former proposal regard- 
ing the transformation of West 
Berlin into a free city? 

A. Yes, and we see no other 
reasonable way out. West Ber- 
lin is situated in the center of 
the German democratic re- 
public, which is a Socialist re- 
public, whereas the system in 
West Berlin is a capitalist one. 
These two systems are an- 
tagonistic and this is always 
fraught with a conflict. Why 
should we have such a situa- 
tion? Wouldn’t it be better to 
take a better decision, that is 
to insurc West Berlin a_ free 
city status, withdraw all for- 
eign troops, and make it pos- 
sible for the inhabitants of 


West Berlin to choose the so-,

want to live—the one which 
satisfies them the most? And 
of course on the condition that 
they are assured the freedom 
of external ties with the rest 
of the world. 

This recent conflict with the 
United States aircraft convinces 
us all the more that these ques- 
tions must be solved and we are 
approaching the matter with 
even greater resolve and ur- 
gency. 

Q. Do you intend to conclude 
a@ separate peace treaty in Ber- 
lin? 

A. Yes. We do intend to sign 
not a separate peace but a peace 
treaty with the German Demo- 
cratic Republic and thus to put 
an end finally to World War II. 
In that case, the Western powers 
will be deprived of their occu- 
pation rights, the right to main- 
tain their troops in West Berlin. 
When? That is our business. 
Wken we consider the time to be 
right. We will take our fountain 
pens in our pockets, the neces- 
sary drafts have already been 
prepared, and the drafts we will 
sit down and sign the peace 
treaty and then announce it to 
the world. 

Q. Why, since you knew about 
these flights, did you not tell 
President Eisenhower about 
them and ask him to stop them 
when you visited the United 
States? 

A. I will answer that ques- 
tion with pleasure. When we 
were talking in Camp David 
with President Eisenhower, I 
almost opened my mouth to 
make that statement. I was 
on the point of making it, be- 
cause the atmosphere there 
was so convivial, and with 
President Eisenhower calling 
me, telling me to call him 
“my friend” in English and 
calling me, using the same 
word with regard to myself in 
Russian. And then thought I, 
why not raise the matter with 
this friend of mine? But then 
I became apprehensive. I 
thought there was something 
fishy about this friend of mine, 
and I didn’t approach the sub- 


_ ject, and it turned out that I 
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was right, because when we 
caught them redhanded, they 
say that they are not thieves, 
it is just their thief-like policy, 
that is all.

representative of the capitalist 
society, but we co-operated with 
him very well indeed during 
World War II. When he died, 
his policy died with him. But 
we are convinced that persons 
will come to power in the Unit- 
ed States who will pronounce 
themselves in favor of reaching 
mutually acceptable agreements. 
We have no object, nothing to 
quarrel about with the Ameri- 
can people. 

But I do not want to interfere 
in the American political scene. 
We should maintain an attitude 
of patience and not try to find 
out who will come to the fore in 
the United States elections. The 
American people themselves will 
elect their worthy representative 
as President. If, however, they 
should elect someone who would 
not understand the necessity of 
reaching agreement, we can 


wait. And if the next President 
does not understana that fact, 
then we can wait some more. We 
don’t need to hurry 

We have long ago chosen the 
correct path, we have long ago 
chosen the correct line of our 
own development, and we are 
convinced that our choice was 
and we are 
marching confidently ahead in 
the building of our Communist 
societies. You perhap: will also 
understand that .his is the only 
true role, and perhaps you, too, 
will join this role, but then you 
will not even be parallel with 
us, you will be lagging behind 
and trailing in our wake, but we 
won’t hold that against you, we 
will help you catch up and share 
our experience with you. 


Q. Why did you agree to come 
to France despite the U-2 inci- 
dent and knowing what the cate- 
goric position tahen by America 
was? 

A. Naturally, we knew of the 
plane incident. In fact, I report- 
ed on it in my speech in the 
Supreme Soviet. Why then did 
we come here? Because we 
thought the United States might 
be stricken with some honesty 
and apologize for its actions. All 
the more sc, that in the recent 
past the United States has apolo- 
gized to Cuba when an American 
plane was shot down over that 
country. Well, that is their busi- 
ness. It is simply a matter of 


upbringing, a matter of manners 
and honor. 


Q. Do you think the efforts 
of General De Gaulle (at the 
summit) served the interests 
of peace? 

A. President De Gaulle found 
himself in a very awkward 
situation, There was nothing 
he could do but condomn the 
action, because he is a man of 
lofty moral principles, and 
there can b> no two opinions 
on the matter. This was a 
thief-like a:ly. But o« the other 
hand the obstacle to this was 
that the thief turned out to be 
France’s ally, and not simply 
an ally but a leader in West- 
ern quarters. 

But I don’t want to go into the 
details of his matter, because 
it concerns the relationships be- 
tween the allies. But speaking 
honestly, if it were an ally of 
ours that had acted in this way 
we would say that that was cer- 
tainly a bad way to act and that 
the necessary apologies should 
be tendered. But, weil—there 
you are, Those are the moral 
principles of Communism. I can- 
not’ answer for the principles of 
capitalist society. My opinion is 
that all this will have no impact 
on the good relations between 
France and the Soviet Union and 
from the talk I had today with 
General De Gaulle I gained this 
same impression also. I was 
very pleased with the conversa- 
tion that I had because I feel 
that President De Gaulle ‘also 
wants to continue pursuing a 
policy of improving relations 
with the Soviet Union. 

Q. Secretary of Defense Thom- 
as §. Gates gave a general alarm 
for American forces. How do 
you evaluate that? 

A. It can be’ qualified as noth- 
ing short of a provocation, de- 
signed to trick the Americans 
and impose more taxes on them. 
Perhaps also it can be explained 
by ordinary cowardice, because 
sometimes a coward is even 
more dangerous than a provoca- 
tion monger. A provocation mon- 
ger is trying to provoke war 
while a coward can unleash war 
out of pure cowardice. 

I don’t know this Gates. It is 
not for me to judge him. Let the 
Americans themselves see what 
sort of person he is. The person 
I can vouch for is Marshal (Ro- 
dion) Malinovsky here, a hero 
of World War I and II, a man 
who fought valiantly against the 
German militarists and against 
Japan during the war, a person 
who has been often decorated for 
his outstanding services, And as 
he says, he hasn’t been calling 
any alert nor does he intend to. 

Q. What in your opinion is 
the reason for the change in 
the position of President Eis- 
enhower since your talks in 

Camp David?

SAYS 100 SOVIET 
SPIES HAVE BEEN 
SEIZED SINCE ’45 


WASHINGTON, May 19 (UPT) 
— Representative Cornelius E. 
Gallagher (Dem.), New Jersey, 
said today that nearly 100 Rus- 
sian spies have been arrested by 
the Western allies since World 
War Il. . 

Gallagher, a member of the 
House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee, said those captured were 
only a fraction of Russia’s wide- 
spread espionage ring. By com- 
parison, he said, it makes the 
recent U-2 flights over Russia 
“look like child’s play.’’ 

He said in a House speech that 
Western intelligence sources in- 
dicate Russia has at least 17,000 
Communist spies in West Ger- 
many. 

Gallagher presented what he 
called a box score of 68 Commu- 
nist spy cases to prove his point. 
Cases he listed ranged from the 
sentencing of Klaus Fuchs, Brit- 
ish atomic scientist, in 1946 to 
yesterday’s revelation by Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon that 
two Soviet agents were discov- 
ered in Massachusetts last fall. 

Gallagher said his figures 
showed that 23 of the Red agents 
discovered in this country since 
1946 have escaped prosecution 
because of diplomatic immunity.

BETTER DEFENSE 
URGED BECAUSE 
OF IRRATIONALITY 


Gen. White Suggests 
Beefing Up Military 
Might in View of 
Behavior at Paris.

WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP) 
—Air Force Gen. Thomas D. 
White told Senators today it 
might be wise to beef up this na- 
tion’s defense because of irra- 
tional behavior at the Paris sum- 
mit conference. 


White’s reference to {frration- 
ality came as he was questioned 
by senators about collapse of the 
Paris conference brought on by 
actions of Premier Khrushchev. 

“IT have seen indications re- 
cently that irrationality could 
enter into a certain nation’s de- 
cision to launch an attack,” 
White told Senator Leverett Sal- 
tonstall (Rep.), Massachusetts. 

The four-star air force chief of 
staff said that earlier this year 
he was convinced that United 
States defenses were so strong 
“that no rational decision could 
be made to attack us.”’ 

He said an attacking nation 
would face destruction from our 
deterrents. 

“What would e a detrrent to 
a rational point of view might 
not be a deterrent to an irra- 
tional point of view,” White 
said, 

Senator Dennis Chave-= (Dem.), 
New Mexico, presiding at hear- 
ings on a 39 billion dollar de- 
fense money bill, asked White 
what deterrents could be stepped 
up quickly. 

White said probably the easi- 
est would be adding two more 
squadrons of Atlas _ missiles. 
These are the ocean-spanning 
nuclear missiles which now are 
becoming operational. 

White said two more squad- 
'rons of 12 missiles each probably 
could be added within three 
years. Original Atlas squadrons 
were planned with nine missiles 
and one spare. Recently three 
additional missiles have been 
added to some _ squadrons. 
Thirteen squadrons ,are now 
planned by 1963.

Fireworks Bills Introduced. 


Bills to add seven additional 
inspectors to enforce the present 
county fireworks ordinance, and 
for amendments to strengthen 
the ordinance before July 4, 1961, 
were introduced. The proposed 
amendments would prohibit pos- 
session of, as well as sale or 
use of, virtually all types -of ex- 
plosive fireworks except cap pis- 
tols. 


Fireworks permissible under 
the proposed amendments would 
include cap pistols, sparklers, 
colored flares, cone color fires, 
torches, and ‘‘magic snakes.” 
Fireworks that would be prohib- 
ited include - firecrackers, sky- 
rockets and roman candles. 

Display and sales of permis- 
sible fireworks would be per- 
mitted only from June 25 to July 
6 each year. The amendments 
provide for fines from ‘$50 to 
$1000 for violations, as compared 
with the present range of $10 to 
$1000. 


Would Be Effective July 15. 


Effective date of the amend- 
ments relating to types of fire- 
works, “display and sale would 
be next July 15, or after Inde- 
pendence day this year. 

Councilman John J. Dowling 
(Dem.), Second Ward, co-chair- 
man of the council’s fireworks 
committee which recommended 
the bills, said many dealers who 
have stocked fireworks for this 
year “‘might be put in the posi- 
tion of bootlegging them if the 
law is changed before July 4.” 

Dowling said studies and a 
public hearing conducted by him 
and Councilman John F. Molloy 
(Rep.) Seventh District, co- 
chairman of the committee, “‘in- 
dicated that a high percentage 
of injuries, including eye in- 
juries, was caused by fireworks 
which would be illegal under 
this proposed ordinance.”

would not prohibit groups or or- 
ganizations from obtaining per- 
mits to stage pyrotechnical dis- 
plays, or affect fireworks manu- 
facturers whose products would 
not be shipped into the unincor- 
porated areas of the county. 
The council can legislate only 


for the unincorporated areas.

Dunne introduced a new elec- 
trical code bill, saying his first 
one had been pending so long 
that he feared its legality might 
have been affected. 

Dunne’s measure also is based 
on the national code, but con- 
tains modifications he said 
stemmed recommendations by 
building and electrical inspec- 
tors.

The committee said that the 
estimate of cost of the project 
made by the Corps of Engineers 
exceeded the statutory limita- 
tion by $198,887, or almost 31 
per cent. 


“This is, to say the least, an 
unusually high estimate, indi- 
cating either that the Corps had 
specified housing which could 
not be constructed within the 
amount of the cost limitation or 
that the Corps’s estimates were 
inadequately prepared,” the re- 
port stated. 


It said officers of the corps 
“acted wastefully and without 
any effort to protect the govern- 
ment’s interests.” 

In a statement accompanying 
the committee’s report, chair- 
man William L. Dawson (Dem.), 
Chicago, said, ‘“The committee’s 
hearing revealed that the Corps 
of Engineers has expended gov- 
ernment funds in clear violation 
of cost limitations established by 
statute. 


“The corps violated the statu- 
tory limitations under the guise 
of a fictitious bookkeeping shift 
of cost figures purposely done to 
evade the requirements of the 
law. . . . Because the contract- 
ing officer abused his authority 
to negotiate the contract, the 
Government’s costs were. sub- 
stantially increased without any 
change in specifications or 
work.” 

The committee recommended 
changes in regulations and con- 
tracting procedures followed by 
the Corps of Engineers and the 
Army to prevent future viola- 
tions of cost limitations. 


‘Pocr Judgment’ Admitted. 


At a hearing conducted last |

acknowledged there had been. 
“poor judgment and abuse of | 
discretion” in construction of | 
the housing project.

As 
5000: Portuguese waved small 
United States and Portuguese 
flags at the airport, the smiling 
President said: 

“In coming to Portugal I feel 
once more that I am visiting 
old friends.”’ 


Urged to Turn Out. 

A Home Office spokesman had 
urged the people to show “how 
much appreciated is his (Eisen- 
hower’s) determination in safe- 
guarding peace with dignity” and 
the people turned out, All gov- 
ernment workers were given 
the morning off. 

The crowds would not let up 
even after Mr. Eisenhower ar- 
rived at Queluz Palace, where 
he. will .stay overnight before 
flying on to Washington to- 
morrow. 

The people jammed the square 
outside the palace and cheered. 
The President finally appeared 
on the balcony and acknowl- 
edged the cheers by waving his 
hands. 

Later, White House Press Sec- 
retary James C. Hagerty told a 
news conference he believed 
the President ‘feels that it is 
nice to get away from that sort 
of stuff.”” This was an allusion 
to the tactics of Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev in Paris. 

Hagerty recalled he had said 
in Paris that Mr. Eisenhower 
was “‘completely disgusted and 
féd up with the antics and tac- 
tics of Khrushchev.” 

The President also feels, Hag- 
erty added, that ‘“‘it is nice to 
come to a place where you have 
friends and allies.” 

Quick Clarification. : 

Hagerty added quickly he was 
talking only about Khrushchev 
and Russia in his criticism and 
had not meant it to apply in any 
way to President De Gaulle of 
France or Prime Minister Mac- 
millan of Britain. 

“I think the Allies are more 
closely knit and are standing 
more firmly together than at any 
’ time before,’ Hagerty said. 

In reply to a question, Hagerty 
said the President still plans to 
hand the United Nations a plan 
for aerial inspection despite the 
summit breakdown. He said Mr. 
Eisenhower is studying means of 
presenting the open skies plan 
but there would be no definite 
announcement until he returns 
to Washington. 

In his talk at the embassy, Mr. 
Eisenhower expressed regrets at 
the outcome of the Paris Big 
Four conference. 

“While none of the free world 
thought that there would be any 
revolutionary gains at the sum- 
mit, they did feel that there was 
a good chance of some ameliora- 
tion of some of the tension.in the 
world,’’, he said. 

‘Did Our Very Best.’ 

“You deserve to know that the 
representatives of the United 
States, the United Kingdom and 
France did our very best to 
bring about that condition. We 
answered abuse with dignity and 
logic. We answered accusations 
with facts.” 

The President also told his au- 
dience of Americans that ‘‘we 
have a tremendous friend and 
ally here in Portugal.” Then he 
added: 

“Whenever these situations oc- 
cur we have to work ever 
stronger to strengthen our own 
camp, and to bring it ever closer 
together.” } 

The President then took a 
swat at the book “‘The Ugly 
American,” a novel which por- 
trays some United States Gov- 
ernment employes _ stationed 
abroad as bunglers in their re- 
lations with foreign nationals. 

“T tell you flatly there was one 
book that did great disservice 
to the honest public servants 
representing the United States of 
America,” Mr. Eisenhower said. 

“The book had many exagger- 
ations and distortions. As far as 
I am concerned, it was sicken- 
ing.” 
Hagerty told reporters in re- 
sponse to questions, that Mr.

cultural agents can treat the soil 
in which the bushes, shrubs and 
young trees have been planted. 

The soil around the plants at 
the nursery was infested with a 
type of Japanese beetle that can 
do extensive damage to lawns 
and crops, Lenhardt said. At a 
certain stage in their develop- 
ment, the beetles emerge from 
the ground and fly as far as two 
miles. 

They can destroy 80 per cent 
of a crop if allowed to spread 
unchecked, he said. Lenhardt 
emphasized that no one would 
be prosecuted for taking the 
plants.

Such a meet- 
ing would have provided a forum 
for presenting military views 
against negotiations with the 
West at this time. 

Would Explain Outbursts. 

Khrushchev, it was speculated, 
may have been placed under 
new and revised instructions by 
the party Presidium, ordering 
him, in effect, to torpedo the con- 
ference. These instructions may 
well have reflected the combined 
views of the Soviet high com- 
mand, Stalinists in the party Pre- 
sidium and the anti-American 
leaders of the Chinese Commu- 
nist party. 

If such a last-minute Presid- 
jum meeting was held in Mos- 
cow, it would explain the ap- 
parent about-face Khrushchev 
made in Paris on positions he 
had publicly taken as late as 
May 10. 

The party-army conference, 
Moscow papers arriving in New 
York revealed, opened in the 
Kremlin May 11 and continued 
through last Saturday, the day 
the Premier left. 

Those who played a leading 
role in the convocation of Soviet 
army and party figures were 
Defense Minister Rodion Y. Mal- 
inovsky, L. I. Brezhnev, a party 
secretary who has long been 
closely concerned with military 
affairs, Nikolai G. Ignatov and 
Mikhail A. Suslov.

Windfall in Jennings 

The annual statement of revenue 
and expenditures of the city of Jen- 
nings shows an increase of $36,000 
or 14 per cent in the yield. from 
property taxes over the previous 
year.

Those Judicial Rohes 


I do not agree with Judge S. P. 
Dalton of the Missouri Supreme 
Court about the wearing of judicial 
robes by judges in the State of 
Missouri. 

I can speak with authority on 
this subject because I was the first 
judge in the St. Louis area to wear 
a judicial robe during all court ses- 
sions. Further it has been the 
recommendation of the American 
Bar Association for some time that 
all judges wear judicial robes dur- 


ing all court sessions. There is no 


doubt but that the judge who wears 
a robe adds dignity to his court. 


At present to my knowledge there 
are at least 30 other states in which 
the judges wear robes and this 
list includes our neighboring states 
of Illinois and Kansas. I have 
worn a robe since October 1959 and 
I do not think there has been a 
change in my-personality nor have 
I become dictatorial and autocratic 
in my attitude toward the practicing 
members of the bar and toward the 
general public. 


To the contrary, the members 
of the bar who practice before me 
have all stated they approve of the 
idea. The general public on the 
other hand is surprised when a 
judge conducts court without a robe 
because the public is exposed to 
television these days. All the judges 
on TV wear robes, therefore, the 
public expects it. It certainly is 
more impressive and dignified to 
see a judge in a robe while holding 
court, then to see him in sport 
shirt and short jacket.

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Khrushchev’s Diatribe 

If anything could rescue U States pres- 

tige from the slough below ‘the summit it 

would be a performance like that of Premier 

Khrushchev at his farewell Paris press con- 

ference. To say that Khrushchev blew his 

top is understatement. He acted like a man 
bereft of sanity. 

The fact that Khrushchev felt compelled 

to pound his fists and boast that he was the 


head of the powerful Soviet Union could well. 


reveal his own insecurity, as well as the in- 
tense pressure he must have been under. It 
is no answer to say the Premier was goaded 
into his display of almost incoherent rage by 
the booing and jeering among 1500 or more 
persons at the conference, something that 
could not have happened in his own country 
and which is unprecedented anywhere. But 
what kind of reporters were they, we wonder? 

Khrushchev’s incredible personal attack on 
President Eisenhower as “a thief caught red- 
handed in his theft” was an outburst of ill- 
will that will be remembered a long time. 
This sort of vilification is simply not indulged 
in by responsible statesmen. . It will prevent 
any further conferences with Mr. Eisenhower 
and it will color any dealings Khrushchev 
may have with his successor, assuming 
Khrushchev remains as Premier. Any totali- 
tarian leader who has been forced to reverse 
himself as Khrushchev has, is in serious trou- 
ble; at times Khrushchev looked like a hang- 
man trying to save his own neck. 

Since the Soviet military clique has been 
reported critical of Khrushchev’s pre-summit 
policy, is there something significant in the 
Premier’s close companionship at Paris with 
his defense minister, Marshal Rodion Y. Mali- 
novsky? In recent months Marshal Malinov- 
sky, a tough and dedicated Communist, has 
devoted himself to placating thousands of 
Army officers forced into retirement by troop 
cutbacks. The Marshal, described by a cor- 
respondent as wearing a patch of medals as 
big as a dog blanket, sat beside Khrushchev 
at the press conference “smiling when Khrush- 
chev smiled and frowning when Khrushchev 
frowned.” The defense minister accompanied 
Khrushchev on his courtesy calls to President 
De Gaulle and Prime Minister Macmillan and 
at other times. This suggests that Khrushchev 
wanted to take home a first-hand witness to 
his toughness. 

Whether Khrushchev’s free-wheeling threats 
to end disarmament talks and reopen the 
Berlin crisis are translated into action re- 
mains to be seen. But the Premier indicated 
he would not be in a hurry to sign an East 
German peace treaty which would “deprive 
foreign troops of their right to be stationed 
in West Berlin.” This would be done “when 
we are ready,” he said. 

Khrushchev’s statements do not require an 
answer. The picture he himself has given 
of the Soviet system and its leader is worth 
far more than 10,000 words. 


Follow-up to McCaffery 


Circuit Attorney Eagleton would serve the 
public interest by reconsidering his decision 
against investigating possible criminal aspects 
of the McCaffery case. The St. Louis Court 
of Appeals in a civil action held the former 
School Board member and president to be 
guilty of gross misconduct in office in using 
school employes for private purposes. 

The Appeals court found, among other 
things, that school employes were paid from 
public funds for the period they worked re- 
decorating the private residence of the Board 
member’s son and that “time” records were 
falsified. ~ It found no evidence that Board 
materials were used on the job; on the other 
hand, it found no evidence in the trial record 
as to where the materials came from, a ques- 
tion that might well interest Mr. Eagleton. 

Testimony before the trial court indicated 
that the use of public funds and perhaps pub- 
lic materials for the private purposes of 
School Board members had occurred from 
time to time in the past. One Board mem- 
ber, Mrs. Irma H. Friede, has openly admitted 
that she used school employes to work on her 
home “but always on their own time.” 

School Board members are not subject to 
the recall; under the law they are accountable 
to the Circuit Court.. Evidently the court can 
exercise its jurisdiction only on complaint of 
other Board.members or of 10 citizens, who 
then have to stand the substantial legal costs 
involved if they cannot make a case. 

Does the Circuit Attorney possess authority 
in extraordinary circumstances to institute 
civil actions against school Board members 
and officers? If not, the law ought to be 
amended to give him this power. And in the 
meantime he ought to be doubly sure that he 
is not overlooking any possible criminal viola- 
tions in these cases. 


Springtime’s a Green Time 

The home-owner’s season of undiluted op- 
timism climbs to its zenith. Now he dreams 
of a really lush lawn, front and rear. Maybe 
he seeded his 2000 square feet, the average 
for U.S. lawns, last fall; maybe he scattered 
seed on the snow; maybe he did it belatedly, 
In any case, the rains now have greened his 
hardpan, and he is determined to weed, ferti- 
lize, mow and water until the cooling winds 
send him in to light a fire on the hearth. 

So he is loading himself with equipment. 
Only the angler with all his rods, reels and 
lures matches the grass-grower’s enthusiasm 
for anything and everything which promises 
triumphant success. About 4,000,000 power 
mowers will be sold, against only 100,000 in 
1946. The average swardsman also will spend 
$20 on fertilizer, $25 on rakes, rollers and 
assorted tools, $10 on pest-killers and another 
$15 on hose and sprinklers. These will be 
used on more than 5,000,000 acres of green- 
sward at a cost of more than $2,000,000,000. 
Since the figure does not cover another 9,000,- 
000 acres of lawn in parks and public places, 
it is a good measure of green confidence. 

Even with less impressive statistics, Thor- 
stein — grumbled about conspicuous 
waste. A psychologist says lawns are “a hold- 
over of the Puritan spirit, a concern with 
cleanliness and neatness.” Maybe they are 
simply a man’s offset to his wife’s new rug, 
or just a way of being unstrenuously occupied 
while out in the sun. 

Deep down, a St. Louisan knows that the 
fervor will abate as that sun grows warmer 
and the crab grass takes over. He may won- 
der why the Kentucky blue has so little will 
to live while goose grass, wild onions and all 
manner of weeds flourish blithely and defiant- 
ly even where they are not wanted. He may 
consider using a paint which turns brown 
turf green, or he may applaud Paul Kohl of 
Shaw’s Garden.who wants to know: “What’s 


..the matter with crab grass? Water it, cut it 


short, and it’s a nice green lawn.” But that 


resigned philosophy is for later, not for now. - 


This is the season of high optimism, and a 
man is sure that his lawn will be all grass, 
and all green until the snow turns it white. 


Questions for Candidates 

The St. Louis Suburban Teachers Associa- 
tion is performing a timely public service in 
soliciting the views of the county’s legislative 
candidates on the county’s principal school 


problem. This ought to stimulate thoughtful © 


inquiry into the matter by the candidates, and 
it ought to give voters needed help for in- 
formed voting if the August primary and in 
the general election in November. 

The basic problem is how to provide equal 
educational opportunities for all the county’s 
100,000 youngsters without eliminating those 
of the 29 school districts that neither need 
to be eliminated nor want to be. There seems 
to be no question that some of the districts 
are too small to provide adequate schooling 
at reasonable tax rates and that everybody 
concerned would benefit if they were com- 
bined with larger systems. There also seems 
to be substantial opposition among the people 
to the single-district approach. 

We urge those seeking legislative seats 
from the county to familiarize themselves 
with the solution recommended by the Met- 
ropolitan St. Louis Survey, which was car- 
tied out under the nonpartisan auspices of 
Washington and St. Louis universities. The 
Survey recommended retaining most of the 
individual districts. But it urged making all 
the county’s ‘taxable wealth available to the 
support of all youngsters through a single 
county-wide school tax. The proceeds of this 
levy would provide a fund guaranteeing each 
district an agreed amount of dollars for each 
child in average daily attendance. The 
wealthier districts now can spend two and 
three times as much per child as the poorer 
ones, an elementary injustice that the Survey 
plan would correct. 

The Suburban Teachers themselves are on 
record as favoring the principle of this plan, 
which requires legislative approval. We hope 
the candidates examine it with the care it 
merits. Schools are probably the most im- 
portant function of local government in the 
county; certainly they are the most costly. 
A proposal like the Survey’s to bring equity to 
the financing of this important and expensive 
business surely must not be ignored by those 
officeholders who would have the power to 
put it into effect. 


A Code Is Not Enough 


Thomas G. Corcoran has testified that his 
off-the-record talks with Federal Power Com- 
missioners did not violate the laws or FPC 
regulations. That, in a sense, is just the trou- 
ble. There should be laws and regulations 
governing such talks. 

The FPC does have a code of ethics which 
prohibits its members from having ez parte 
contacts with representatives of industries 
they.are supposed to regulate. Ex parte con- 
tacts are those held privately and off the rec- 
ord in connection with official business. In 
March, when a House committee disclosed 
that Mr. Corcoran had talked with FPC mem- 
bers about a case involving a pipeline com- 
pany which he represented, the members were 
undecided as to whether they had violated 
their own code of ethics. ) 

Commissioner Arthur Kline said flatly that 
the talks with Corcoran were ex parte talks 
and were forbidden by the code. He was 
the only one who said so.. Chairman Jerome 
Kuykendall, for example, contended that there 
was nothing wrong with the talks because they 
did not influence the commission’s decision. 
Yet an ez parte contact is an ex parte contact 
regardless of its results. It seems strange 
that the FPC members did not even question 
their talks with Mr. Corcoran until afterward. 

“We have this trouble with a few people,” 
Mr. Kline said of sueh private conversations. 
The regulatory agencies would have a lot less 
trouble with irregular attempts to influence 
them if all were subject to clear legislation 
banning off-the-record discussion of official 
business. Such legislation has been drafted 
and ought to be enacted. | ' 


Source of Weapons Delay 


A serious weakness in the nation’s efforts 
to provide the Army with the latest types of 
weapons has been disclosed by the Operations 
Research Organization of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity. The Hopkins scientists’ report shows 
that an insufficiency in machine tools as well 


_as an insufficiency in appropriations is slow- 


ing modernization of the Army. 

_ Several years ago the Army proudly pointed 
to its stockpile of 88,000 machine tools (bought 
for $1,000,000,000) which would be turned 


over to contractors in an emergency. The 


ORO report say$ 43 per cent of these date 
from World War II or earlier, 51 per cent 
from the Korean War and only 6 per cent 
from more recent purchase. Much the same’ 
is reported true of private industry’s machine 
tools. In view of the fact that machine tool 
technology has been forced into a revolution 
in the last several years, just how good is the 
machine tool stockpile? 

Delays in producing weapons for the Ko- 
rean War were explained by the Defense Pro- 
duction Administration in 1952 with the curt 
comment: “The tools of 1940 were unable to 
manufacture the armament of 1950.” There 
may be no chance to make this excuse again 
even if it is valid. 


Last Barrier | 

Having first stifled press criticism of the 
government, the Castro revolution has finally 
stopped press criticism of Communism 
through union seizure of La Prensa Libre. 

Only two independent newspapers are left 
of 15 that once operated im Havana, and these 
two publish littke comment. Diario de la 
Marina, “intervened” by the unions a week 
ago, was the last strong critic of the govern- 
ment. 
most Castro measures but opposed Commu- 
nist influences. Its seizure is new evidence 
that Fidel Castro has included Communism 
in his measures of self-protection. 

At the same time, a new kind of public 
criticism of Communism has appeared.

Brazil now has two spectacular capi- 
tals—the seaport of Rio de Janeiro 
and made-to-order Brasilia on a high 
inland prairie.

21. But the moving has just begun and 
will take years to complete. 

“In a larger sense, Rio will never 
cease to be a capital,’ writes the emi- 
nent Brazilian editor Hernane Tavares 
de Sa in the May issue of National 
Geographic. ‘‘A tangle of factories 
and assembly plants, a distribution 
center and:transportation terminal, the 
city will remain the country’s cultural 
and entertainment heart and its main 
tourist attraction.”

These Tricks He 


Penny-saving Pays; 
Substitute 
Low-cost Items 


For Expensive Ones 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD

BEFORE YOU MAKE OUT 
the shopping list for this week’s 
marketing, we suggest that you 
read the feature story on this 
page. It contains examples of 
how food bills can be cut by the 
ingenious substitution of low-cost 
items for more expensive ones. 

Such small economies may 
seem unimportant, but the three 
menus given are proof that 
penny-saving does pay. Menus, 
recipes and costs were worked 
out by Jean Allen and her staff 
at the Kroger Food Foundation. 
The meals started out at just 
about twice their present cost, 
then were trimmed to their low- 
budget bracket simply by the in- 
genuity mentioned above. 

These same tricks will work 
with other recipes, of course, 
and may suggest many similar 
money-saving possibilities. Study 
them carefully; then analyze 
your marketing list and see how 
many substitutions you can 
make. It’s a fascinating game 
to play, and certainly a profit- 
able one. Here is a sort of a 
road map to guide you on your 
way to becoming a really 
shrewd menu-planner and food 
shopper. 


If you are serious about cut- 
ting food bills, it will pay you 
to save this section and study 
it from time to time until you 
become so familiar with the 
cost-cutting tricks that you in- 
corporate. them into your daily 
cooking habits. 


AT THE MEAT COUNTERS 
this week you will find that 
poultry is still the outstanding 
value, despite the fact that 
chickens have advanced. Eggs 
definitely are a bargain. 


Pork has worked up slightly, 
but is still your best red meat 
buy. This is a good time to bar- 
becue spareribs, before heavier 
demands send costs up. Might 
be a good idea to put some in 
the freezer, if space permits. 


This is the time of year when 
beef prices begin to do a turn- 
about; steaks start working up 
while chuck roasts start coming 
down, There is evidence that 
| this transition period is under 


Yo way. 


Spring lambs are becoming 
more plentiful, although they are 
not yet arriving in large enough 
numbers to bring prices down. 
Veal is neither plentiful nor in- 
expensive. 

There is one item the Govern- 
ment would like to see you put 
on your. shopping list this week 
—the humble hot dog. Reason: 
The economical hot dog has been 
designated as the “patriotic 
pup,”’ tying in this most Ameri- 
can of all foods with a real 
American cause, the sale of 
United States savings bonds 
during “share in America’ week. 

The idea is to encourage the 
homemaker to do her bit by 
serving low-cost, economical 
meals and investing the money 
saved in Government bonds. 
Surely it is no hardship to be 
patriotic when it involves eating 
an appetizing meal such as a 
lunch of patriotic pups in buns 
with spicy barbecue sauce, po- 
tato chips, olives, radishes, car- 
rot and celery sticks and ice 
cream with cookies. 


PRICES ARE still up on many 
fresh produce items as the re- 
sult of those rains in growing 
areas which we discussed a few 
weeks ago. 

Tomatoes are one of the “rain 
casualties’; prices are high on 
those of good quality. 

Other high-cost items include 
cucumbers,~- beets, large size 
green peppers, old Idaho russet 
potatoes, cauliflower and zuc- 
chini squash. 

Cabbage is becoming scarce 
with quality of much of it ques- 
tionable; prices generally are 
moderate. Celery has worked 
out of the “good buys’ category 
into the moderate bracket. Also 
moderately priced are eggplant, 
asparagus, broccoli, endive, es- 
carole and romaine, and new 
potatoes. 

Lettuce is a good buy as of 
this writing, but it is so sensitive 
to weather conditions that prices 
fluctuate almost daily. There 
are heavier supplies and lower 
prices of homegrown leaf and 
Bibb lettuce. 

We are now into the spring 
crop of spinach, with greatly 
improved quality and low prices. 

Candidates for the ‘‘good buys” 
rating include greens, onions, 
radishes and green onions, corn 
and carrots.

Ip Cut Food Costs 


Take a close look at this gourmet meal; the menu consists of jellied borscht, shrimp curry 
with green rice; spring salad bowl and mock cheese cake. This delicious dinner is part of 
a day’s menu which can be served at modest cost by using the economy tricks suggested 


in the accompanying story. 


MANY HOMEMAKERS seem to feel that low-cost meals nec- 
essarily mean dull menus. Nothing could be further from the 
truth. Thrifty French housewives have known for centuries that 
a little imagination can turn economical foods into gourmet fare. 
Many of the dishes served proudly on silver platters at fine res- 
taurants around the world represent more of an investment in 
time and ingenuity than in costly ingredients. 


The menus and recipes featured 
on this page prove this point. The 
meals are planned around three 
different low-cost budgets of 
three dollars (Modest), four dol- 
lars (Moderate) and five dollars 
(Midas) a day for breakfast, 
luncheon and dinner for a family 
of four. (Costs are based on av- 
erages and may vary slightly 
with current supplies.) 

Not only were these menus 
planned to prove that one can 
eat well on a budget, they also 
were designed to show how every- 
day foods can be served in un- 
usual ways. It the menus seem 
a bit exotic, note that at a recent 
Youth Power conference in Chi- 
cago teen-agers blamed their bad 
eating habits on the dullness of 
family meals, and stated they 
wished their mothers would try 
new recipes and make family 
meals more interesting. 


MODEST MENU 

Breakfast: Orange Juice Cock- 
tail; Whole Wheat Cereal with 
Milk and Sugar; Milk or Coffee 
(cream and sugar). 

Lunch: Jellied Borscht; Shrimp 
Curry; Green Rice, Spring Salad 
Bowl; Parkerhouse Rolls with 
Butter; Mock Cheese Cake; Cof- 
fee (cream and sugar). 

Dinner: Beef Biscuit Roll with 
Gravy; Crispy Relishes; Bread 
and Butter; Banana; Milk. 

Total cost for all three meals 
for a family of four is estimated 
at three dollars. The luncheon 
(which you may prefer to serve 
as dinner) cost $1.80; dinner less 
than a dollar.

2-MILLION STOGK 
FRAUD CHARGED: 
0 INDICTMENTS 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 19 
(AP)—A federa] grand jury re- 
turned 50 indictments yesterday 
in an alleged $2,000,000 stock 
swindle that covered 30 states. 

Attorneys for the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, who 
presented evidence to the jury, 
said it was the biggest stock 
swindle case in the commission's 
history. 

Named in the _ indictments 
were three Canadian corpora- 
individuals from 
New York City, Florida, Canada, 
California and the British West 
Indies. 


The indictments say the al- 
leged swindlers paid 20 cents 
a share for stock in the Atlas 
Gypsum Corp. Ltd. of Ontario, 
then sold it to more than 2000 
persons for as much as $3 a 
share. 


Gross sales were $2,000,000 


the indictments said, and the 
accused collected ‘‘not less than 
$800,000" from the deals. 

The indictments did not spell 
out the method used in selling 
the stock, but said prospective 
buyers were notified by mail, 
then followed up by long-distance 
telephone calls. 

The defendants were charged 
with mail fraud, Securities Act 
fraud and violation of registra- 
tion provisions of the Securities 
Act. Bail ranged from $10,000 
to $100,000. 

W. Paul Flynn, assistant 
United States Attorney, said 
United States District Judge 
Robert P. Anderson was asked 
to set high bail because many

Laws Against Discrimination 


Have Worked in New York City 


(Tenth of a sertes by Harry 
S. Ashmore, Pulitzer prize- 
winning former editor of the 
Arkansas Gazette, on the 
problem of the Negro’s mi- 
gration to the north. 


By HARRY S. ASHMORE 


For more than 20 years the 
great national battleground for 
‘Negro rights*has been in the 
courts. 

_ The victories have been fe- 
mous, culminating in the final 
reversal of the old Plessy sep- 
“ arate-but-equal doctrine and the 
establishment of a precedent+by 
the United States Supreme Court 
that effectively bars any form 
of official discrimination against 

Negroes. 

The grand strategy was de- 
signed by the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People, and N.A.A.C.P. 
lawyers led by Thurgood Mar- 
shall carried the battle to the 
judges. This in itself was a mat- 
ter of considerable significance; 
in the crusade to remove the 
legal buttresses of second-class 
citizenship Negroes for the first 
time assumed personal leader- 
ship, and the white liberals who 
supported their cause faded into 
the rear ranks. 

The actual orders issued in the 
historic series of court cases 
were ted at the Southern 
states, which had translated the 
custom of racial segregation 
into law. But the impact was 
felt by colored people every- 
where, from Harlem to Ban- 
dung. 

The Negro psychologist, Ken- 
meth Clark of the College of the 
City of New York, believes the 
climactic Brown decision of 
1954, which outlawed segrega- 
tion in the public schools, 
marked an emotional turning 
point for American Negroes as 
significant as that occasioned by 
the Emancipation Proclamation. 

“‘Consciously or unconsciously, 
and no matter how much we 


class status,” he says. “The 
Jim Crow cases that came be- 
fore, important as they were, 
didn’t directly approach the 
basic point. The Brown de- 
cision did — and for the first 
time every Negro ‘everywhere 
felt that he was a man in his 
own right that his government 
would help him prove it.” 

This, in Clark’s view, in the 
end will prove far more import- 
ant than the slow and painful 
process of school desegregation 
that has been initiated in the 
South. In his own case, is was 
in part at least the psychologi- 
cal impact of the Brown case 
that prompted him .to assume a 
key role in the extra-legal battlé 
to minimize the de facto segre- 
gation that still exists in New 
York’s publié schools.

New York Urban League and 
other organizations originally 
pleaded before the New York 
City Board of Education for 
what its numerous critics have 
called forced integration of the 
city’s schools, it was Clark who 
called the shots. He accepted 
as a premise the fact that the 
segregated neighborhoods which 
produced segregated schools in 
New York could not be abolished 
overnight. But the segregation 
which produced inferior schools 
and subjected the children who 
attended them to special handi- 
caps, he insisted, could be ended 
by direct action. He prposed, in 
essence, that children be shuf- 
fled about in the schools without 
regard to residence or attend- 
ance area so that genuine inte- 
gration would be universal. 
“The Supreme Court had said 
that segregation in the schools 
inhibited the students who were 
subjected to, it, and I agreed,” 
Clark says. “I thought that was 
just as true in New York as it 
was in Li Rock.”’

The rulings in the 
area of private activity are more 
shadowy, but even here an im- 
pressive number of state and 
local statutes have been enacted 
and so far have withstood the

In New York 
the enormous task of implement- 
ing the statutes is charged to 
the State Commission Against 
Discrimination. In its 14 years 
of operation, SCAD has pio- 
neered many of the techniques 
now employed by similar agen- 
cies in other states. 

SCAD’s chairman and chief 
executive officer is Elmer Car- 
ter, a massive, very dark man 
who came to the agency at its 
inception from a background of 
social work with the Urban 
League.

Laws of this character, while | 
they vary widely in intent, ef-| 
fectiveness and the stringency of | 
their enforcement, are now on 
the books of most non-Southern | 
states.

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INDONESIA ORDERS 
TWO RED CHINESE 
CONSULS TO LEAVE 


JAKARTA, May 19 (AP)—In- 
donesia told Red China today to 
move two of its consuls out of 
the interior, charging they in- 
sulted officials in a dispute over 
repatriating Chinese merchants. 


Chinese dominate the nation’s 
business life and Indonesia last 
Jan. 1 ordered all Chinese mer- 
chants out of the interior.

George L. Arms of St. Louis 
was in Washington yesterday pre- 
paring for his new job as tele- 
vision adviser to the government 
of Nigeria, an emerging West 
African nation three times the 
@ize of Missouri and with eight 
times Missouri’s population. 

Arms, whose resignation as 
operations manager of educa- 
tional television station KETC 
here was announced Saturday, 
will serve in Nigeria under the 
Poinlt IV program of the Inter- 
national Co-operation Adminis- 
tration. 

“We have been saying for 10 
years that the TV transmitter is 
the most important tool for edu- 
cational purposes since the in- 
vention of the printing press,” 
Arms said in an interview be- 
fore his departure. 

“Now here is an opportunity

about 


to see what it means in a coun- 
try which, by and large, has not 
known the printing press.”’ 

Nigeria, which is to gain its 
independence from Great Britain 
in October, has a population of 
38,000,000. Some 95 per 
cent are said to be illiterate. 
White people constitute less than 
5 per cent of the population. 

“I think the Nigerian leaders 
are very much interested in di- 
rect teaching by television,”’ said 
Arms, who helped develop the 
first educational TV station in 
the United States at Houston, 
Tex. He joined the KETC staff 
here in 1956. 

Because of his background, 
Arms was chosen by the United 
States to go to Nigeria as ‘‘mass 
communications consultant.”’ The 
British provided funds for a TV 


station to be owned and operated 


by the new government.

“Finian’s Rainbow,” Harburg said, was never 
bought by the movies because the movies were scared 
to death of fantasy. ‘‘Hell, we had a terrible time get- 
ting ‘The Wizard of Oz’ on,” said Harburg, who wrote 
the lyrics for such songs as “Yellow Brick Road” and 
Over the Rainbow” for that movie. “Just the same, 
‘Finian’s Rainbow’ has a life of its own. There isn’t a 
week goes by when it’s not playing somewhere. Nun- 
neries and monasteries do it. Colleges do it. Tents do it. 
It’s being done all the time. It has real life, that play.” 


Harburg turned to the state of contemporary popular 
music which he finds fairly awful. ‘“‘Payola,” he said. ‘‘What 
you hear is some stuff done by some professional who doesn’t 
care about music as much as he cares about payola. But 
the reason there aren’t many good lyric writers or composers 
around is they don’t get the training we got in the '20s or ’30s. 

“We used to have 60 or 70 musicals come to town every 
year. Revues, lots of revues. You’d contribute a song to a 
revue. And then stand behind the audience and get its reac- 
tion. Writing wasn’t done under pressure, You’d sculpture 
things. You had time. But mass communication has touched 
the pressure button. 

“Commercials have made a big impression. You can just 
kick them out, write a quickie, make it as close to all the 
other quickies as you know how, make a fast buck, and start 
on something else. Nobody writes the way we used to. We 
all tried to get into the catalogue of time. 

“The ‘Hit Parade’ did to songs what horse racing does to 
horses, It became a lottery, a competition. But good songs 
are not quick hits. The audience has to catch on to a song. 
George Gershwin never had a big hit—never sold a million 
copies of his songs—in his lifetime. Gershwin, Arlen—their 
songs grow little by little. When I wrote ‘April in Paris’ for 
a show called ‘Walk a Little Faster,’ it was a complete flop. 
Years later, Ilkka Chase sang it in smart supper clubs and 
now it’s a big song.” 

The tone grew bitter. “For the last 10 years, it’s been 
impossible to sell a good song to a publisher. The influence 
of the radio, of television is ruining the whole culture of the 
United States, It’s because the sponsors are more interested 
in seeing thir own commercials than in doing something 
worthwhile. 
, *‘A country whose President can’t speak a simple 

declarative sentence doesn’t deserve anything better 

for its children. The ésthetic quality of life is disap- : 
pearing and one reason is the cold war. We’re living in 
an age devoid of elder statesmen like Edmund Burke 
or Tom Paine or Lincoln or Jefferson. The beautiful 
language of diplomacy is gone. We have fight language 
like ‘kill the ——.’”’ How can we expect this not to 
seep through to our children? This is the atmosphere 
our kids are brought up in. Rock ’n’ roll, torch songs 
which are maudlin, self-pitying, undignified! 


“Take our theater! Bernard Shaw said: When you leave 
@ play and it leaves you, it’s not a play. A play must give 
you something to think about, some wisdom — something. 
Kyntertainment alone without meaning is for the unthinking. 
Alexander Pope said that a long time ago and it’s true.” 

It is certainly true right now. This is the age of the 
unthinking.

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He Teaches at Schools an Ocean Apart 


Prof, Dietrich Gerhard Divides His Year Between Washington U. and University of Cologne

FOR THE PAST SIX MONTHS 
Dietrich Gerhard and his family 
have lived the life of suburban- 
ites in an apartment ‘in Univer- 
sity City, while he taught Euro- 
pean and. Russian history at 
Washington University. For the 
next six months, Prof. Gerhard 
and his family will live a some- 
what different life in an apart- 
ment in Cologne, Germany, while 
he teaches United States history 
at the University of Cologne. 

This unique arrangement, 
whereby Gerhard teaches at two 
universities an ocean apart, has 
been going on for the past five 
years. It has made him a scho- 
lastic ambassador of good will 
between his native Germany and 
his adopted United States. 

“You might say we are devel- 
oping a kind of human chain,” 
Gerhard observed. “It means a 
concession on the part of both 
institutions, in as much as I am 
not able to be at either one for 
a full year, but I also try to 
take good students from here to 
study there, and, since I’m on 
the Fulbright screening commit- 
tee, I can be instrumental in 
bringing good students from 
there back here. Last summer 
I placed a young man from 
Cologne, Hans Hermann, at the 
Caroline Mission in St. Louis.” 

For Gerhard, it is a rare op- 
portunity to indoctrinate students 
of both lands in his favorite sub- 
ject—comparative history. 

“My main interest is in show- 
ing the background of institu- 
tions, of ways of living, the 
changes that have taken place,

and the interpretation of his- 
torical background,” he said. 
“Interest in American history 
has developed greatly in Ger- 
many since the war. Basically, 
the idea is to widen the horizon 
of the students, and | feel we 
need much more of this kind of 
teaching in all countries. Even 
when I taught at the University 
of Berlin before World War II, 
I was interested in the world 
outside, and my classes on Prob- 
lems of European History in- 
cluded the study of English his- 
tory and emphasis on the ex- 
pansion of Europe.” 

A native of Berlin, Gerhard 
served in the German Army in 
World War I, in the Ukraine, 
an experience which, he feels, 
has helped him in teaching Rus- 
sian history. In 1935, when the 
climate for intellectual freedom 
became intolerable under the 
Nazis, he decided to come to 
the United States, a country he 
had visited as an exchange pro- 
fessor at Harvard University. 

He became a naturalized ‘citi- 
zen in 1941. Most of his teaching 
career in this country has been 
at Washington University, al- 
though he spent a year at the 
Institute for Advanced Study at 
Princeton, N. J. 


At the end of World War II, 
he was invited back to Germany 
as a guest professor at Muenster, 
and it was this experience which 
led to the invitation to teach at 
the University of Cologne. 

Last summer, Gerhard also 
taught at the University of 
Berlin, flying to Berlin on 
Wednesday nights and return- 
ing to Cologne on Thursday. 
In Cologne, one of his classes

Gerhard finds most Germans 
exceedingly friendly toward the 
United States. 

“Our work after the war, help- 
ing their nation get on its feet, 
helping them individually 
through the churches and 
CARE, all of this has made them 
friendly,” he says. ‘‘We are 
working on this image of Ameri- 
ca, trying to improve it all the 
time. : 

“There is still a certain amount 
of suspicion of America among 
the intellectuals as is true of 
the intellectuals in all European 
countries—France especially, I 
would say. It goes back to the 
Nineteenth century when Ameri- 
cans were those new people, in- 
terested only in selling their 
goods and with little cultural 
background.” 

Along with many other observ- 
ers of the West German scene, 
Gerhard is concerned that Ger- 
many’s younger generation is too 
much interested in material 
things, success, and ‘‘getting on’”’ 
in the world. He has had little 
experience with East German 
students but feels the student 
pattern there is changing with 
the Communist regime making 
education available to children 
from workers’ families and 
farming families. 

“This has had a_ beneficial 
effect on the West in a way, 
however,” he said, “because in 
order to compete with the East, 
they have been establishing 
ways of helping students who 
need financial aid in order to 
get higher education.”

Gerhard’s own adjustment to 
a changing pattern is easy, he 
says.

said, ‘‘and he plans to immigrate 
here next year. When she went to 
Germany to study, I tried to per- 
suade her to go to a small uni- 
versity but strange to say, she 
ended up in Berlin where he is.”’ 

Mrs. Gerhard misses some of 
the conveniences of organized 
American shopping, the profes- 
sor has noticed, but when clerks 
greet her with a deferential,

In contrasting the ways of edu-

“If I have any adjustment to 
make, it is in this field,” he 
says. “The German universi- 
ties are quite different from 
American universities. The 

faculty is made up of excellent

scholars but there is little con- 
cern for the individual student, 
little effort made to reach stu- 
dents. I find I make a strange 
impression on my German stu- 
dents because, at registration, 
I try to find out what kind 
of persons they are, what they 
have in mind, and sometimes 
they look at me as if I were 
penetrating into something I 
should not be asking. 


“On the other hand, the 
American student at the German 
university sometimes feels lost. 
There is no checking, no guid- 
ance, no advisory system, no 
tutoring system. Academic life is 
individualistic. They’re not too 
keen on forming groups. A stu- 
dent must find his way himself.” 

Despite the problems of lead- 
ing two separate lives, Gerhard 
enjoys his dual role tremendous- 
ly and has only one fear. 

“I do need my salary,” he 
says with a laugh, “and I’m 
afraid that some day both these 
institutions will say, ‘You are 
learning so much from us and 
using these experiences in order 
to interpret us to each other that 
we are going to stop paying you. 
From now on, you can start pay- 
ing us.’ ”

SAN FRANCISCO, May 19. 

THE CUESTA GRADE, between Los Angeles and San 
Francisco, was once the supreme test of any car. 

We chugged up this mountain in steaming low gear (the 
railroad still hooks up two engines to haul over this natural 

division point). 

We sailed into the begin- 
ning rise with set teeth 
and a delightful heart flut- 
ter. Within a quarter of a 
mile we were down to the 
lowest gear. You could 
hear almost- human pant- 
ing and groaning in the 
engine, 

Halfway up, you found 
the cars that were stalled, 
Spouting steam and rusty 
water. I have gone behind 
a faltering car, PUSHING 
on that grade. What a 

memory! 

rhis morning we sailed over the tour-lane grade in about 
10 minutes. Bypassing the town of San Luis Obispo on an 
intricate over-and-under roadway. 

The “‘compact” did not steam. In fact, the temperature 
needle stayed steady. Everybody sailed over at 65 miles per 
hour in this wonderful era of highpowered cars. 

At times below, at times above us, you. could see 
the narrow ribbon of the old highway. The one we 
pushed and pulled and bullied our way over. It is not 
half as much fun now. The machines have taken over. 


When I was easing a Model-T over this route, we were 
all first-class mechanics. 

It was on this route, the downhill part, that I ran into a 
powerful 1925 Cadillac. 

He was letting the steam out of his radiator when I came 
boiling around the bend. 

I put my foot on the brake—we did that hopefully but 
usually nothing much happened. Ford brakes in those days 
were more a matter of company good intentions.

Twisted Attitude 


‘Dear Dr. Molner: 

“IN THE LAST FEW MONTHS my 9-year-old son has 
been taking things and trying to blame it on his brother 
and sister. We have to lock up everything. He also gets 
up at night and takes matches out of the cupboard and 
hides them under his pillow. He also steals things out of 
his teacher’s desk at school. Can we help him to overcome 
this? MRS. C.E.M.”’ 

Yes, but I doubt if there is anything you can do without 
getting some expert help. This little boy, obviously, has 
become very twisted in his attitude toward life, even though 
he wouldn’t have any idea what we mean by “attitude 
toward life.” 


Such repeated stealing is an indication \that he is 
suffering from some sort of serious emotional quirk. 
(And the business of taking matches sounds so poten- 
tially dangerous to me that I would go to great pains 
to be sure that he can’t possibly get any more around 
the house.) 


I’m not a child-psychiatrist and I will not pretend to 
understand the complex factors which lead to a case like this. 

However, many cities—and not just the large ones, 
either—now have ‘“‘child guidance’’ clinics which were set up 
to handle cases just like the one you describe. And, of 
course, other cases in which the symptoms may be entirely 
different, but with the basic trouble being an emotional 
pressure which develops in many children. 


It is true, however, that we do not have enough 
of these clinics yet, and they aren’t big enough to 
handle the very large need. Sometimes you have 
to be placed on a “‘waiting list.’”” However, the clinics 
try to take the most serious cases first. Anyway, 
whether you have to wait or not, I think you should 
apply at your guidance clinic as soon as possible. 


Other parents who have similar problems should ask 
their family doctors or school officials to refer them to 
child guidance clinics in their areas. 

As I said, we don’t have enough of them yet, but as 
people learn the value of these clinics, I feel confident that 
there will be public support for establishing more of them. 


MRS. F.F.P.: Yes, mineral oil can prevent the absorp- 
tion of some (not all) vitamins.

THE MOST DUTIFUL SON 
a. millionaire ever had died last 
week. He was 86 years old and 
still called himself ‘‘Junior’’ be- 
cause he believed there never 
could be another man like his 
father. 


John D. Rockefeller Jr. was 
born with a life of his own, just 
like a poor boy, but he didn’t 
keep his life to himself for long. 
He came as close as the laws of 
mortality allow to giving it over 
to John D. Rockefeller Sr. 


John D. Sr., giver-away of 
souvenir dimes and philanthropic 
millions, didn’t ask his son to do 
him the favor of a lifetime’s de- 
votion. The senior Rockefeller 
did make his only son’s upbring- 
ing his major work, though. 

‘“‘My greatest fortune in life 
has been my son,’”’ John D., the 
original, said. 


He should have said his son 
was the greatest, most effective 
apologist a father ever had. John 
D. Rockefeller held the title of 
the world’s richest man for many 
of his 98 years. Once his for- 
tune was started with the Stand- 
ard Oil Trust in the 1870s there 
was no stopping it. There was 
no stopping the growth of the 
John D. Rockefeller name as a 
synonym for industrial bucaneer- 
ing, either. In his long lifetime 
John D. Rockefeller had several 
reputations and the kindly light 
that hung over him in the last 
20 or 30 years of his life, the 
saintly glow of millions being 
given away, was skillfully cast 
upon the aged rich man by his 
son. 

“Junior” has a connotation of 
*‘lesser” and John D. Rockefeller 
Jr. not only knew it, he en- 
couraged it. His father retired, 
nominally, in 1895. John D. Jr. 
entered his father’s office at 26 
Broadway in October 1897, and 
50 years later Junior said, ‘‘From 
that day to the day of (my fa- 
ther’s) death my one desire was 
to help him in every way in my 
power. 

“T was always as glad to black 
his shoes, to pack his bag... 
to decipher his business cables, 
to handle his mail and callers as 
I was later to represent him in 
various of his interests, business 
and philanthropic . . . Neither 
before I went into his office nor 
at any tinie thereafter did my 
father ever tell me . . . what I 
was to do. Left entirely on my 
own, I sought .. . to be helpful 
whenever I saw the opportunity. 
He never gave me any authority, 
any power of attorney, or any 
title. For years, however... I 
signed his name ‘By John D. 
Rockefeller Jr.’ to countless 
agreements committing him to 
large sums of money.”’

against him or hopelessly in fa- 
vor of him, say his son was all 
the perfection a father could ask. 
After John D. died in 1937 his 
only son continued to make multi- 
million dollar gifts in the name 
of John D, Rockefeller — ‘By 
JDR Jr.” 


The gifts will go on. John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. had five sons, 
John D. III, David, Winthrop, 
Laurance, John and Nelson 
Rockefeller. Nelson is governor 
of New York. 

The pattern of John D. Jr.’s 
life was established soon after 
he entered his father’s office. A 
New York bank president came 
to call. He was the president of 
a big bank, or he would not have 
been in Rockefeller’s office. The 
president had some things to say 
about John D. that were so heart- 
felt and virulent he would ‘hot 
trust them to a vice-president. 
He came to deliver the words in 
person. John D. wasn’t present 
but Junior was. 

The bank president tried to 
leave his message with the son,

his opinion of John D. Rockefel- 
ler when he was stopped. 

“You might be able to say 
those things to my father,’ said 
Junior, “‘but you can’t say them 
to his son. Get out.’’ He made 
the order good. 

John D. transferred his wealth, 
or most of it, to his son in a 
series of gifts. By 1920, Junior, 
then 46, was the actual conduc- 
tor of the Rockefeller millions. 
Just how many millions, or bil- 
lions, nobody seems to have 
been able to count exactly. 
There was too much opportunity 
to lose count between the mil- 
lions coming in and the millions 
going out. The Internal Revenue 
Department will earn its keep 
this year, along with Rockefeller 
lawyers, figuring the death 
taxes. 

Taxes, however, are only mon- 
ey and Junior could afford a de- 
tached view of money. He had 
as detached a view of it as a 
man could have while trying to 
give it away by the millions. The 
undetached irony of the Rocke- 
fellers, father and son, is that 
the father had a much easier life 
making it than the son did ad- 
ministering it, mainly because 
the father was unknown when he 
began his career. Junior was 
known and watched and vulner- 
able from birth. He was John 
D. Rockefeller—‘‘Junior.”’ 

Discussing wealth, he said, “I 
was born into it and there was 
nothing I could do about it. It 
was there like air or food or any 
other element . . . The only ques- 
tion with wealth is what you do 
with it.” . 


The thing he did with it was 
to give it away in the name of 
John D. Rockefeller, “by JDR 
Jr.’ Estimates vary on how 
much has been given away. By 
1917 John D. Rockefeller had 
given away $200,000,000 by him- 
self, a fair start. Current esti- 
mates are that he and his son 
managed to give away at least 
one billion dollars. That is the 
conservatives’ estimate. Some 
say the Rockefellers, father 
and son, gave away closer to 
three billion. 


Junior was not a _ prodigal 
philanthropist, a seeker of open 
palms. He sought, above all else, 
merit in the receiver. He de- 
sired that his father’s millions 
go where there was merit. Junior 
was a stickler for merit. 

In 1955 the money that Junior 
admitted he had given away to- 
taled $475,000,000. The task was 
in getting him to admit a gift. 
Some were so big he couldn’t 
deny them, though he tried to 
remain a hidden donor. Among 
the outstanding gifts made by 
JDR Jr. in the name of John D, 
Rockefeller were these: 


The Rockefeller Foundation, 
$183,000,000; restoration of 
Williamsburg, Va., $50,000,000; 
Peking Union Medical College, 
China, $45,000,000; fighting the 
cause of prohibition, a battle 
he and his father won person- 
ally but took a licking on na- 
tionally, $30,000,000; fund for 
the development of Protestant 
theological education, $20,000,- 
000; site of United Nations 
headquarters, $9,000,000; res- 
toration of Versailles and Fon- 
tainbleau Palaces, and Rheims 
Cathedral after World War I, 
$4,000,000; the Baptist Church, 
$1,000,000, year after year and 
Harvard Business School, 
$5,000,000. 

In 1937, the late Chancellor 

George R. Throop said the 

Rockefeller Foundation had giv- 
en $7,000,000 to Washington Uni- 
versity in 25 years. Junior was 
administering the foundation 
most of those years and St. 
Louis’s Washington University is 
a fair sample of the way his gifts 
quietly came closer to home 
than people realized. The foun- 
dation may have blessed Wash- 
ington University because Junior 
had a fond feeling for colleges. 
He spent his only free and happy 
years in college. 

He said on the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of his class at Brown Uni- 
versity: “Only here did I enjoy 
a completely independent person- 
ality. There has been nothing in 


my life since then quite like this 
kind of comradeship.” 

Junior was not an athlete but 
he was a manager. He managed 
the Brown football team and he 
made it show a profit for the 
first time. He did it by demand- 
ing to know what happened to 
the shoelaces he had issued to a 
football hero the previous week, 
and by demanding and getting a 
share of the gate receipts in the 
games with West Point and Har- 
vard. West Point and Harvard 
previously had considered that 
playing Brown was favor enough 
to do the small school. Rockefel- 
ler had the added delight of see- 
ing his team beat West Point. 

He was shy and his major gain 
in college life was social. He be- 
came fond of dancing and the 
theater. His parents were cer- 
tain that dancing and the theater 
were sponsored by the devil, if 
not invented by him. Junior’s 
strongest trait, the ability to re- 
spect his parents and at the same 
time to respect himself, asserted 
itself in college. He gave a 
dance, overcoming his mother’s 
efforts to turn it into a musicale, 
and he was chairman of several 
class affairs that featured beer 
barrels. But he got everyone 
home, more sober than anyone 
could remember in the history 
of class parties. 


“The key word for him in col- 
lege,’’ a classmate wrote, ‘‘was 
inhibited. He used to take a lot 
of kidding but everybody else 
did too. . . He could take it.” 

Junior ‘‘didn’t treat much, he 
wanted to be accepted and re- 
spected for what he was, not for 
what he could give away,”’ a bi- 
ographer wrote. ‘This desire 
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was satisfied more completely at 
Brown than at any other time in 
his life. A classmate said that 
‘By the time John had finished 
examining the bill somebody else 
usually had gotten up and paid 
Age 

The major spiritual struggle 
of Junior’s life should have been 
his grandfather. Grandfather 
Rockefeller didn’t drink but he 
couldn’t stand beside John D. 
and Junior as church pillars or 
on any other score. He was a 
quack doctor and a lender of 
money at interest of 10 per cent 
and up. 

“Dr. William A. Rockefeller, 
the Celebrated Cancer Special- 
ist, Here for a Day Only,” was 
the way John D. Rockefeller’s 
father billed himself. “All 
Cases of Cancer CURED un- 
less too far gone and then 
they can be Greatly Benefit- 
ted.” 


Friends of the family referred 
to him as a ‘“‘good mixer,'a crack 
shot and a mystery.’’ Long be- 
fore Standard Oil, others called

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the cancer-oil Rockefeller a 
“horsethief,”” and worse. He 
lived to be 96. A goodly number 
of years before his death, when 
his son was the richest man in 
the world, the good ‘‘doctor’’ 
appeared briefly at John D.’s 
Cleveland estate. Later he was 
reported to have left town, a 
diamond stickpin winking in his 
shirtfront while he glanced 
around at the natural beauties of 
Cleveland as they walked down 
the street. 


In 1906 or thereabouts a 96- 
year-old man, a “Dr. Living- 
stone, died at Freeport, Ill. The 
Post-Dispatch and the New York 
World reported that Livingstone 
was John D. Rockefeller’s fa- 
ther. The father and son do not 
seem to have been busy owning 
up to one another in the doc- 
tor’s late years. But Junior had 
no reservations. ‘My grand- 
father was a lovable person,”’ he 
said. 


JDR Jr. could not admit his 
father could do wrong. Not even 
in the choice of a parent.

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- How to Cook a Turkey All Night 


By Hoyt Alden 


THERE WAS A TIME, not too 
long ago, when people cooked 
turkeys only at Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. The job was fraught 
with a great deal of uncertainty 
and misgivings. 

Nowadays, thanks to quick 
freezing and greatly expanded 
turkey production, turkey is a 
year-around item. But the job 
is still fraught with uncertainty 
and misgivings. 

The chief trouble seems to be 
that the American housewife is 
in too big a hurry. She shoves 
the turkey in the oven, turns the 
heat high, offers up a small 
prayer and hopes for the best. 
The bird comes out hard, dark 
brown and dried out. 

The secret, as I have been 
trying to point out without a 
great deal of success, lies in 
slow cooking. As a matter of fact 
it’s hard to cook a turkey too 
slow. I’ve advocated an oven set 
at not more than 250 degrees, 
with the cooking time depending, 
of course, on the size of the bird. 

Now I have before me the 
recipe and method of a turkey 
roaster of wide renown who 
cooks her turkeys at 200 degrees, 
and lets them cook all night. Her 
name is Mrs. Eleanor Kerby, a 
woman whom other women wish 
they could cook a turkey like. 

Not only does it make for a 
moist and juicy turkey, she 
points out, but it’s a good way 
to get a major job out of the 
way, especially on holidays. In- 
stead of getting up at 6 a.m. to 
get the Thanksgiving bird going, 
just let @ook all night, like this: 

For a 20 to 25 pound bird, 
start defrosting it at 10 o’clock 
in the morning. After dinner, 
when the bird is defrosted, salt 
it inside and out and stuff it. 
Skewer it. Then melt approxi- 
mately a tablespoon of butter 
for each pound of turkey and 
rub it all over the bird. Salt the 
giblets and wrap them in a 
double thickness of aluminum 
foil. 

Put about three lengths of foil 
longwise in the roaster, and 
three more crosswise, over a 
rack. Make the lengths long 
enough to bring up and wrap 
around the turkey. Put it‘in a 
phere oven and go to bed.

Brown 12 to 18 table- 
spoons of flour (depending on 
the size of the bird and how 
much liquid you have) in a 
clean, dry skillet. Then mix it 
with the fat and juice in the 
reasting pan. Put it over low 
heat and stir and cook until it

Season 
it with salt and pepper, and 
that’s turkey gravy. 

This recipe, incidentally, is 
included in a recipe book which 
came our way recently; called 
“St. Stephen’s Sampler,”’ put out 
by the women of St. Stephen’s 
Episcopal Church in Ferguson, 
Mo., and it’s the kind of book 
which restores a man’s faith in 
American cooking. It sells for 
$2, and can be obtained by writ- 


ing to the church at Ferguson. 


Just to whet your appetite, 
and maybe even set you drool- 
ing, here’s another one from the 
book, for Marinara sauce and 
meat balls, contributed by Elena 
Ramer, who knows what she’s 
talking about, being the daugh- 
ter of a master Italian cook. 
The sauce: 

Brown a small piece of pork 
or a pork chop in two table- 
spoons of olive oil, along with a 
small chopped onion, and one 
sliced clove of garlic. Be sure to 
remove the garlic after the 
browning. Add to the pork and 
onion two cans of tomatoes, two 
cans of tomato paste, half a 
teaspoon of salt, a dash of pep* 
per, a fourth of a teaspoon of 
dried basil, a fourth of a tea- 
spoon of dried oregano and an 
eighth of a teaspoon of fennel 
seeds. The tomatoes can be run 
through a sieve or put in a 
blender. Add about one paste can 
of water and then let it simmer 
for two or three hours. Take the 
pork out after two hours. 


Here are some of the things 
you can do with this sauce: Use 
it straight over spaghetti, poach 
eggs in it, add a pound of 
browned ground beef and a 
drained can of mushrooms to 
make a meat sauce, or use it as 
a sauce for making pizza, la- 
sagna, veal scaloppini or for 
basting chicken cacciatore. 

But it’s at its best, perhaps, 
with meat balls. Here’s how: 

First, soak a third of a cup 
of raisins in half a cup milk for 
10 minutes. Take out the raisins 
and put a slice and a half of dry 
bread in the milk to soak. 


Then mix together half>a 
pound of ground beef and half a 
pound of ground pork, four tea- 
spoons of grated Parmesan 
cheese, four teaspoons. of 
chopped fresh celery leaves, a 
slightly beaten egg, half a tea- 
spoon of salt, a fourth teaspoon 
of pepper, a dash of garlic pow- 
der, a fourth of a teaspoon of 
monosodium glutemate, then the 


raisins and the soaked bread. 
Break the bread up in very small 
pieces. 

Mix it all well and shape into 
small balls. Brown them in a 
skillet in a fair amount of fat 
but don’t let them get done 


through. Add them to the Mari- 
naro sauce for the last hour of 
cooking time. 

Several of these and a lot of 
Marinaro sauce over a big plate 
of spaghetti and you've got 
something.

PROBLEMS may come and 


problems may go, but a leaky 
faucet still remains about the 
most common household plumb- 
ing headache of them all. 

Faucet washers start to leak 
because from constant use, the 
washer becomes badly worn, 
Once this happens, the faucet 
starts to leak and the only cure 
is to replace the washer. This 
is not a very involved job if you 
have the proper tools which are 
a screwdriver, an adjustable 
wrench and a spare washer. 
Hardware stores sell assorted 
washers by the box and usually 
you'll find the correct size 
washer in one of these to fit al- 
most every faucet. 


The first thing to do is to turn 
off the water supply to the fau- 
cet. This can be done by closing 
the nearest shut-off valve. Now 
place a piece of cloth or tape 
_ around the cap nut that fits un- 
der the faucet handle and loosen 

it. Use the adjustable wrench 
_for this job. Don’t use a pipe 
wrench or a pair of pliers for
